FRAMEWORK; IF GVN OR ANY OTHER PARTY HAS SPECIFIC OBJECTION 
TO ANY POINT ( SUCH AS FPJMT ACCESS TO DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS 
AS MENTIONED REF A) THEN THESE INDIVIDUAL POINTS CAN BE
